Bill Permits 
City To Give

Men and women inducted into 
the armed forces may receive 
sendoff gifts from the city of 
Newton instead of from the 
United Veteran’s Organization, as 
permitted by a new state law.

Hearing To 
Consider 
Tax Limit 

A public hearing will be held 
by the Board of Aldermen Mon¬ 
day evening, April 16, to consider 
setting of a tax limit at an 
amount cf not more than $40 
per thousand. 

The present tax limit for city 
services, exclusive of state and 
county charges was set at $32 
in 1939. A recommendation by 
the may^r that the tax limit be 
abolished was disapproved by 
the Board of Aldermen after a 
public hearing. 

Under the General Laws, the 
$32 tax limit will have to be in¬ 
creased before May 1, in order 
that a tax rate be set above the 
present $36 per thousand. 

$40 TAX RATE? 

Some city officials have ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the tax 
rafe this year is “heading 
towards $40.” 

In previous years the tax limit 
has beer set to serve for several 
years and the possibility exists 
that the $36 figure may not be 
high enough for next year.

Fair Legislation 

Costs for medical attention in Massachu¬ 
setts hospitals have been rising steadily, as 
other prices have increased in this inflation¬ 
ary period. Business houses may be able 
to some extent to “pass along” some of the 
markup, but voluntary hospitals, being non¬ 
profit institutions, must extend medical care 
to those in need of treatment. 

Thus, everj’ month in the year a number 
of hospital patients are treated free or at a 
reduced rate. The load carried by hospitals 
for welfare patients is now a much heavier 
one. due to the price curve, a situation that 
seriously affects the financial structure of 
hospitals, inasmuch as the present rate of 
compensation is far below actual costs. 

Now under consideration by the Commit¬ 
tee on Public Welfare are two bills designed 
to ease this situation, so as to enable hospi¬ 
tals to offer all patients the highest service 
available without at the same time penaliz¬ 
ing the hospitals. House bill No. 950 pro¬ 
vides an “allowance for the support of a 
welfare patient such amounts as are de¬ 
termined to be the equivalent of actual costs 
to the hospital which renders support and 
treatment.” 

House Bill No. 951 seeks the establish¬ 
ment of a commission to set rates for reim¬ 
bursement for hospital care in the case of 
patients whose bills are payable from public 
funds. 

Payment by the State to private non¬ 
profit institutions for hospital care given to 
persons under state care is the legal respon¬ 
sibility of such governmental agencies. It 
is a strange anomaly indeed that at present 
these hospitals are furnishing treatment in 
such instances at much less than actual cost 
while the State buys all its supplies at the 
prevailing index! 

Passage of these bills would certainly seem 
only fair and just. We hope that the mem¬ 
bers of the General Court will take action to 
correct a condition that is causing a net loss 
to hospitals because of inadequate state pay¬ 
ments.

Fare Boost on MTA Won't Solve Problem ... 

It seems that about all the MTA trustees 
can do at the moment concerning the finan¬ 
cial problems of that hard-pressed and 
money-losing road is wring their hands and 
stock up on aspirin tablets and red ink. 

No less an authority than General Man¬ 
ager Edward Dana discloses that the present 
indications are that the system will show a 
deficit of close to $8,000,000 for this year. 

Under the law the trustees of the road 
are required to boost the fare to whatever 
height is necessary to take it out of the 
red and place it on a self-supporting basis. 

MTA passengers might as well brace 
themselves for a fare raise from 15 to 
20 cents. The trustees of the system 
have no discretion but to put one into 
effect unless they choose to disregard 
the law, in which case any group of citi¬ 
zens could go into court and compel 
them to do so. 

But a fare boost unquestionably would 
be accompanied by a drop in patronage, as 
Mr. Dana himself points out, and it seems 
certain that a five-cent increase on riders 
would not produce enough added revenue to 
balance the MTA books. 

The trustees thus find themselves caught 
in a terrific squeeze. If they raise fares to 
try to bring money into one pocket, they 
lose out of another pocket at least part of 
what they gain. 

In the meantime, legislators who deplore 
the fact that the MTA displays such a con¬ 
sistent habit of losing money in large quan¬ 
tities are insisting that the road go ahead 
with costly construction projects which will 
cost close to $100,000,000 and push the sys¬ 
tem still further into the red. 

Until the MTA can be lifted out of the 
financial morass in which it is now mired, 
it is nothing short of preposterous to allow 
it to sink deeper by undertaking projects 
for which many millions of dollars in bonds 
will have to be floated—bonds that will have 
to be paid off each year, with interest, of 
course, added. 

Yet, the law-makers are insisting that the 
MTA trustees go ahead with plans for tear¬ 
ing down the overhead elevated line and 
building a subway to replace it. 

It sounds well for a legislator to go back 
to his constituents, beat his breast and an¬ 
nounce proudly that he fought the good 
fight to get rid of that eyesore of an over¬ 
head line. 

It is an eyesore, and it would be a tine 
thing to tear it down and to have the 
trains run underground in a subway. 
But, it might be asked, who is going to 
foot the bill? Not the MTA, certainly, 
because it can’t meet the expense of pro¬ 


viding the service it furnishes for the 
public. 

Right now the MTA trustees are pressing 
for the passage of a bill which would dump 
back onto the 14 cities and towns served by 
the road the responsibility for paying off 
certain of the subway bonds which must be 
met annually. 

Actually, that wouldn’t change things 
very much because if the MTA loses money, 
which it does most of the time, the 14 cities 
and towns have to ante up to meet the 
deficit. This proposal would merely make the 
MTA financial picture a little brighter on 
paper. 

The Mayors and Selectmen of the 14 cities 
and towns, who now face the dreary pros¬ 
pect of raising a sizeable sum in their tax 
rates to wipe out the MTA red ink, are un¬ 
derstandably battling the idea of being 
handed the responsibility for paying off the 
subway bonds. 

So far they apparently aren’t fully aware 
that with record high construction costs, 
with the nation being geared to war produc¬ 
tion and with the MTA going steadily deeper 
into the red. the trustees of the road in effect 
are being ordered to go ahead with a $100,- 
000,000 building program. 

Several Causes for Loss of Revenue 
What’s the answer to the MTA predica¬ 
ment? 

There are several different answers. One 
is that it costs a great deal more to operate 
the system than it did a decade ago. The 
other is that fewer people are using the 
MTA. 

A sizeable number of men and women who 
formerly rode to work in buses, street cars 
and transit trains now drive their own auto¬ 
mobiles or get rides with friends. 

And a tremendous number of women who 
patronized the MTA to do their shopping 
now drive their own automobiles instead. 
That is probably the heaviest loss of all. 

This is reflected in the vastly increased 
number of cars on the road and in the ex¬ 
tremely light patronage of the MTA between 
the peak rush-hour periods. Television also 
is serving to keep more people at home and 
to cut down patronage. 

It’s easy, of course, to sit back and criticize 
the MTA trustees, and there have been times 
when they have not seemed entirely prudent 
in their management of the road and when 
they have displayed a Yesistance to sugges¬ 
tions for the adoption of more modern trans¬ 
portation proceedings. 

But there also are basic problems 
which are not easily overcome. The 
MTA carries nearly half its passengers 
in the two rush-hour periods which total 
four hours. The road must be geared 
to peak manpower for those four hours, 
and, of course, it must hire men to work 
a full day, not four hours. 

One thing that is certain is that the legis¬ 
lators from other parts of the State won’t 
provide any assistance for the MTA. They’re 
much more likely to add to its problems. 

And the MTA trustees presumably can 
anticipate now the indignant protests that 
will be sounded if they put into effect the 
third fare increase within two years and 

still show a deficit.

Newton Schools Participate 
In International Art Program 


To give the children of other 
countries a peephole into the 
everyday lives of New England 
boys and girls Is the aim of the 
students of the Newton schools , 
in their current participation In 
the International Art Program, 
under the sponsorship of the 
American Junior Red Cross. It 
will all be done through the art 
work of the students themselves I 
in grades six through twelve. 

Many pictures are drawn and 
painted in the regular class work I 
throughout the year. Those which 
are the most typical and telling 
In depicting the life that the 
young people see about them 
have been selected by an art com¬ 
mittee of the local schools. After 
being screened by local and na¬ 
tional Red Cross committees, 
they will be sent to the schools 
in other countries to show the 
typical interests and activities of 
American life. It is part of a na¬ 
tional program through which 
several thousand pictures are 
sent to foreign countries each 
year, with some countries partici¬ 
pating In an exchange shipment 
to this country. 

Local students feel that they 
are really contributing to world 
understanding by their efforts. 
One six-grader asked, "If my pic¬ 
ture is chosen, can I go with it?" 

Forty-one drawings and paint¬ 
ings have been selected from the 
local schools, and were displayed 
at the Newtonville Public Li¬ 
brary. 

They are all pictures with a 
story to tell, full of meaning to 
each young artist. A family 
group in a living room watch¬ 
ing television; a farmer with a 
new tractor which all the neigh¬ 
bors have come to see; a mother 
and child at the grocery store; 
boys playing baseball; a yacht 
tied up at a dock; these are the 
things that the boys and girls 
have interpreted pictorially. The 
entertainment field is depicted 
by pictures of a movie theatre, a 
boxing ring and audience in a 
large arena, a negro jazz band, 
a big league ball park, and circus 
performers.

A distinguished assembly of 
civic and Red Cross leaders were 
present at Memorial Hall on Wed¬ 
nesday evening. March 28, to hear 
Princess Ileana of Rumania ad¬ 
dress a combined meeting of the 
Disaster Preparedness and Relief 
Committee, the Volunteer Serv¬ 
ices and the Recruitment Commit¬ 
tee of the Newton Chapter, Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross. Mr. Maxwell P. 
Gaddis, chairman of the Chapter, 
presided. On the platform and 
greeting the audience briefly were 
Mayor Theodore R. Lockwood; 
Chief of Police Philip Purcell; 
Fire Chief John E. Corcoran; Mr. 
Riley J. Hampton, Disaster Chair¬ 
man; Mrs. Robert W. Moore, Jr., 
chairman of Volunteer Services; 
Mrs. P. Edward Eden, vice chair¬ 
man of both Disaster and Volun¬ 
teer Services; and Mrs. John C. 
Beale, Recruitment Chairman. 

Mr. Hampton discussed New¬ 
ton’s state of preparedness and 
introduced the Sub-committee 
Chairmen of the Disaster Com¬ 
mittee. Reporting for their com¬ 
mittees were: Mr. Maxwell P. 
Robson, Survey; Mr. Fred H. 
Hawkins, Warning, Rescue and 
Evacuation; Mrs. Marguerite S. 
Packer, R.N., Nursing Service; 
Miss Mary MacDonald for Med¬ 
ical Service; Mr. Frederick J. 
:Wood, Food; Mr. Harry L. 
Walen, Shelter; Mrs. Joseph 
Braff, Clothing; Mrs. D. Morley 
Lodge. Transportation; Mr. Ken¬ 
neth E. Prior, Communications; 
Mr. Lincoln Alvord for Registra¬ 
tion and Information; Mr. Joseph 
Randall for Public Information; 
Mr. William F. Clark, Central 
Purchase & Supply; and Mrs. 
Riley J. Hampton, Junior Red 
Cross. 

Mrs. Moore outlined the duties 
of the nine Volunteer Services. 

In introducing Princess Ileana, 
Mrs. Beale recalled her first meet¬ 
ing with the Princess twenty-five 
years ago, when as a young girl, 
head of the Rumanian Girl Guides 
and later President of the Ru¬ 
manian Y.W.C.A., she became the 
idol of the Rumanian people. 
Marriage took her to Vienna. 
Fleeing the communists she had 
returned to Rumania in 1944 and 
immediately undertook the organ¬ 
ization of an 160-bed hospital. 
When the Iron Curtain descended 
upon Rumania, Princess Ileana 
fled the Communists to the Ar¬ 
gentine. Now, with her six chil¬ 
dren, she has chosen Newton as 
her home. 

Princess Ileana transported an 
audience concerned with sensible 
preparedness for disasters which 
may never come, to the vivid real¬ 
ities of bombings and evacua¬ 
tions. The gifted speaker de¬ 
scribed the things she experienced 
and saw as a voluntary nurse at 
Brasov in the Carpathians. She 
told of the moment of alarm— 
"The Alert"—when there still was 
time to run away from danger. 
That was the time when discipline 
bom of training and spiritual 
courage counted. She warned her 
listeners that when disaster 


(strikes much careful preparation 
goes up in smoke. The car that 
is awaited may be hit. The 
i planned place of evacuation may 
( be destroyed, and there is more 
to do than hands to do It. Each 
I individual must be prepared to 
function as a unit, to give first 
aid and carry on until organized 
help comes. Princess Ileana also 
reminded her listeners that relief 
workers did not deal with normal 
people. 

Princess Ileana thanked the 
American Red Cross on behalf 
of the Rumanian people, for their 
gifts of plasma. A spontaneous, 
standing ovation at the conclu¬ 
sion of her address was eloquent 
tribute to a woman who had won 
the warm admiration of Newton.

Lt. George W. O’Neil of the 
Newton Police Department was 
graduated from the FBI National 
Academy In Washington last Fri¬ 
day, it was announced by J. Ed¬ 
gar Hoover, Director of thtf^BI. 

Lt. O’Neil began the 12-week 
course January 8. The training 
Included police administration and 
organization, traffic control, scien¬ 
tific crime detection, fingerprint¬ 
ing and laboratory aids. At 
Quantico, Virginia, Lt. O’Neil took 
the same firearms training course 
that is given Special Agents of 
the FBI, as well as participating 
in practical work such as crime 
scene searches, photography, raid 
planning and investigation of hit- 
run cases. 

Born In Newton 

Bom in Newton, Lt. O’Neil 
joined the police force December 
18, 1937. He was promoted to 
sergeant on November 28, 1947, 
and to lieutenant on October 11, 
1949. During World War II he 
wbs a Lt.-Commander in the 
Navy. He served in the shore 
patrol both in Boston and in Eng¬ 
land.

"Painted lines on Massachu¬ 
setts highways are life-lines for 
motorists and pedestrians." 

Chief of Police Philip Purcell of 
Newton and Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles Rudolph F. King, in a 
joint statement made today, call 
public attention to the fact that 
maximum safety benefits from 
these white lines can be realized 
only when all highway users— 
motorists and pedestrians—un¬ 
derstand their meanings and ob¬ 
serve them. 

'The system of road markings 
used by the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works under the direction of 
Commissioner^ William F. Calla¬ 
han on state' and community 
highways is in accord with estab¬ 
lished uniform standards," stated 
Chief Purcell and the Registrar. 
‘The fundamentals can easily be 
interpreted by any motorist and, 
if abided by, will be of primary 
importance in reducing highway 
accidents in this Common¬ 
wealth.” 

The following explanation of 
the meanings of white painted 
markings should make public un¬ 
derstanding clearer and assist in 
greater cooperation and obser 
vance 

Broken Center Lines When used 
on two lane highways, mark 
the center of the roadway. 
Motorists must drive to the 
right except when passing a 
vehicle going in the same di¬ 
rection. 

Solid Barrier Line: marks areas 
where passing is prohibited. 
When used in combination with 
a broken center line, |t is di¬ 
rectional. If the solid line is 
immediately adjacent to the 


driver in the right hand lane, 
It should/NOT be crossed; but, 
if It appears to the left of the 
broken center line at the driv¬ 
er’s left, it may be crossed at 
the driver’s discretion. 

Double Solid Barrier Lines: us¬ 
ually found painted in the cen¬ 
ter of 4 lane undivided high¬ 
ways. Use of this restrictive 
marking is predicated on the 
assumption that passing a car 
can be accomplished without 
crossing to the left of the cen¬ 
ter of the roadway. 

Double Solid Barrier Lines With 
Broken Line in Center: Usually 
found on 2 lane highways. This’ 
combination of barrier and 
- broken center line pavement 
marking serves the same pur¬ 
pose as an island. It is com¬ 
pletely restrictive and means 
no passing at any time. 
Dingonal Barrier Lines: used on 
3 lane highways in advance of 
"No Passing" zones to regi¬ 
ment and prepare approaching 
motorists while entering the 
restricted areas. 

Transition Barrier Lines: used 
at road width changes, from 4 
to 3 lane, and from 3 to 2 lane, 
where opposing lines of traffic 


must give way to avoid head- 
on collisions. 

Transverse Broken Lines: used to 
mark pedestrians’ cross-walks. 
These serve a dual purpose of 
influencing pedestrians to 
cross highways at designated 
locations and to warn*the mo¬ 
torists of crossing locations. 
"Every safety-conscious motor¬ 
ist should make it his business to 
know what higl^ay markings 
mean." said Chief Purcell and 
Registrar King, "and the unceas¬ 
ing campaign to make Massa¬ 
chusetts highways safe will de¬ 
rive great support when every¬ 
one takes time to learn—and 
heed- the legends of these life¬ 
lines for motorists and pedes¬ 
trians."

Will GOP Leaders Follow MacArthur? . . . 

Bill on Public Council Hearings Stalled ... 
Hynes in Favor of High Type Leadership ... 

If General MacArthur were a younger man, 
he would he a natural choice for the Re¬ 
publicans to back next year against Presi¬ 
dent Truman or whatever candidate the Dem¬ 
ocratic party nominates for the Presidency. 

MacArthur’s age probably eliminates him 
from consideration as a potential Presidential 
contender, and the political question now 
created is whether the G.O.P. as a party 
will back his views and philosophies against 
those of the President. 

At the root of the differences between Mr. 
Truman and MacArthur is the question 
whether MacArthur’s views, if followed, 
would have plunged us into a general war 
with China, accomplishing exactly what 
Soviet Russia would like to see happen. 

This may cause some of the men high in 
the G.O.P. councils to hesitate before lining 
up behind MacArthur in the furious contro¬ 
versy that is certain to flare around the world 
as a result of MacArthur’s removal from his 
command. 

As a military man and as commander-in- 
chicf of the United Nations forces in Korea. 
MacArthur used poorer judgment and even 
poorer tact and diplomacy in making some 
of the statements he did and in mixing into 
political controversies as he did when he 
wrote his letter to Minority Leader Joe Mar¬ 
tin of Congress. 

Whatever they may feel about the methods 
MacArthur adopted to make known both his 
views and his dissatisfaction with U. N. poli¬ 
cies, a great many persons are disposed to 
agree with the stand taken by MacArthur. 

As Congressman Christian A. Herter, one 
of the ablest authorities on international 
problems, pointed out a few days ago, Mac¬ 
Arthur presumably has been trying to force 
the declaration of some kind of official policy 
that would give real meaning to the war that 
is being fought in Korea. 

But the problem of international poli¬ 
tics is so intricately involved that the 
ordinary person is not in a position to 
decide for himself what the consequences 
of following MacArthur’s policies might 
be and whether they might plunge us 
into an even worse mess than the one 
in which we now find ourselves in Korea. 
Aside from MacArthur’s seemingly un¬ 
breakable habit of speaking out of turn and 
of writing letters to the wrong politicians, 
also at stake is the fundamental issue of 
whether a more vigorous war should be 
waged in the Orient. 

MacArthur offended the British and the 
French with his blunt assertion that we have 
been fighting Europe’s battles in the Far 
East, and on the proportion of troops we 
have supplied in comparison to theirs, there 
certainly is some basis for that contention. 

General MacArthur has done a superb job 
in Japan. On that there can be little dis¬ 
pute. Whether the military strategy he pur¬ 
sued in Korea is beyond challenge is, of 
course, another question but one that has 
nothing to do with the General’s removal 
from his command. 

MacArthur • wanted permission to bomb 
Red Chinese bases in Korea and to arm the 
Chinese Nationalist troops now on Formosa 
so that they might open a second front 
against, the Reds on Korea. When he didn’t 
get that authority, he was expected, as a mili¬ 
tary man, to accept his orders, do what he 
was told and keep quiet. 

But MacArthur, who has been the supreme 
authority in Japan for five and a half years, 
either couldn’t or wouldn’t do that. 

One thing this latest furore certainly 
points up is that unless some agreement is 
reached with the Red Chinese we are in a 
sorry mess in Korea. 

MacArthur has been fighting a war 
without any clear idea o.f what his ulti¬ 
mate objective was and without any 
orders of what he was to do or where he 
was^o go beyond a certain point. 

A lot of people agreed with him that it 
would have been an excellent idea to bomb 
the Red bases in Manchuria and to utilize 
the Nationalist forces. 

But in the minds of the policy-makers at 
Washington and in the U. N. Councils such 
a move would have involved the distinct dan¬ 
ger of a general war with China, and, of 
course, we can’t afford to spend our strength 
and bleed ourselves there while Russia sits 
back and waits for us to become weak. 

So we’re on the horns of a dilemma. 
Under our’ present policy our troops can go 
only so far in Korea, though nobody seems 
to be exactly sure how far that is, and, if 
necessary, the Chinese can scurry for safety 
across the Manchurian border where, under 
the existing fantastic arrangement, we can’t 
touch them. 


At this point it’s probably a little op¬ 
timistic to talk about driving the Chinese 
Reds out of Korea because now our supply 
lines are getting longer and those of the 
Chinese are becoming shorter, but we’re 
speaking in terms of etentually terminating 
that strange and supposedly isolated war. 

Suppose, however, that we do drive them 
out of Korea. Then what do we do? Sit 
down in upper Korea and make sure they 
don’t cross the border again. 

MacArthur didn’t use much tact in 
writing, as he did, to Congressman Joe 
Martin. The Democrats understandably 
sputtered with indignation at his action 
in providing political ammunition for the 
Republicans. But as a military man 
MacArthur probably was having a rather 
difficult time adjusting himself to the 
kind of war he’s fighting in Korea. 

Here’s a situation where the Chinese 
have great supply depots just over the Man¬ 
churian border where they have stored up 
vast stockpiles of guns, tanks, weapons and 
mines to be used to kill American troops, 
and MacArthur wasn’t allowed to bomb them. 

Evidently it didn’t make much sense to 
MacArthur. and it doesn’t to a lot of other 
people either. 

As for the injured feelings of the French 
and the British, who are outraged by the 
political statements of MacArthur, their 
indignation might assume greater impor¬ 
tance if they sent a few more soldiers to 
Korea and didn’t leave most of the fighting 
to the United States.

Community Chest Allotment To 
Family Service Bureau Explained 


By Dorothy G. Baker 

In a splendid report from 
Catherine S. Holden, executive 
director of the Family Service 
Bureau of Newton, the budget¬ 
ing of the Red Feather Agency’s 
allocation for 1951 is so clearly 
explained that it seems wise to 
quote verbatim Mrs. Holden’s 
excellent picture of this impor¬ 
tant Newton agency. 

"For the year 1951, the New¬ 
ton Community Chest allocated 
to the Family Service Bureau 
of New’ton, Inc., the sum of 
$33,500 from Red Feather Funds. 
In addition, the Bureau will re¬ 
ceive about $860 income from 
its own invested funds. We 
want the public to know how 
this money is used—and to what 
purpose. First, however, a word 
about the agency itself for those 
who may not know its back¬ 
ground. 

“The Bureau was founded in 
1889. It is a non-sectarian, Red 
Feather Agency which offers a 
counseling services to Newton 
citizens in all walks of life who 
have personal or family prob¬ 
lems. Its fundamental purpose 
is to strengthen family living, 
and help people in trouble 
achieve a more satisfying ad¬ 
justment both within themselves 
and to their environment. In 
1950-1951 the Bureau helped over 
450 Newton families work to¬ 
ward a solution of various prob¬ 
lems which centered around 
marital difficulties, parent-child 
I’elationships, individual person¬ 
ality adjustments, mental and 
physical health, u n m arried 
mothers, alcoholism, employment, 
educational and vocational ad¬ 
justments, financial planning, 
and old age. 

“This service is of course 
completely confidential and it is 
rendered by a skilled and ma¬ 
ture staff of five professional 
counselors, inclusive of executive 
and supervisor, who are used 
much as one would use a doc¬ 
tor or a lawyer when his par¬ 
ticular type of advice is needed. 
Such a staff must be carefully 
trained if they are to be trusted 
to deal wisely and adequately 
with a variety of delicate fam¬ 
ily difficulties, and it is not un¬ 
til after at least six years of 
college, two degrees and vary¬ 
ing amounts of experience that 
a worker can procure a job in 
any social work agency of high 
standards today. Thus it is that 
about $15,000 of this budget 
goes for the most important 
item in the Bureau’s services 
to Newton citizens, trained and 
adequate professional counsel¬ 
ing staff. Another $600 goes 
for the salaries of three efficient 
office staff members who per¬ 
form the necessary secretarial, 
typing, and bookkeeping duties 
which go with such a service. 
About • $5000 will be allocated 
for financial assistance of vari¬ 
ous sorts to the Bureau’s cli- 


| onts. This does not mean sup¬ 
plementation of public welfare 
budgets of any sort, but is glv- 
I en to families not eligible for 
public and in areas of special 
, needs where it can be used as 
1 part of a plan for rehabilitation 
I or prevention of family break- 
! down, and where marginal and 
inadequate Incomes are insuffi¬ 
cient when a temporary crisis 
threatens family security. In 
1950 20 per cent of families 
served received financial assist¬ 
ance as well as counseling, the 
remaining 80 per cent received 
only counseling services. Six 
hundred dollars more of this 
budget is allocated for summer 
camp plans made for a selected 
number of children where 
health needs, emotional difficul¬ 
ties, behavior problems and poor 
j family relationships are such 
I that a camp experience can be 
used as a constructive factor 
for both child and family. Fam¬ 
ilies share in the cost of camp 
as much as they are able, some 
pay all, others a part. Others 
are unable to pay anything. 

“The balance of the budget 
allocation goes toward such var¬ 
ied and necessary items as rent, 
office and house expenses, in¬ 
surance, publicity, telephone and 
smaller miscellaneous items.

rector of the Occupational Ad¬ 
justment Study, sponsored by the 
National Association of Second¬ 
ary School Principals, and fi¬ 
nanced by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. He stressed the need 
for cccupational Information re¬ 
lating to Newton employment. In 
this connection, he reported on a

Vet Benefits 

Newton spent $11,984.60 more 
last year on veterans' benefits 
than in 1949 and the amount is 
expected to increase another $10,- 
000 this year, according to the 
annual report of Commissioner 
Edmund T. Dungan of the De¬ 
partment of Veterans’ Services. 
Some Reimbursements 

The added costs were caused 
by medical and hospital bills, 
and by the fact that some vet¬ 
erans were unable to find steady 
work, Mr. Dungan said. The rise 
was from $28,933.85 in 1949 to 
$40,918.45 in 1950. The state will 
reimburse the city $20,495.96 of 
1950’s expenses. 

Since there are nearly four 
times as many World War II vet¬ 
erans in the city as World War 
I veterans, the past year saw 
more World War II veterans re¬ 
ceiving benefits. Of 9200 World 
War II veterans, 101 received 
benefits. Of 2500 World War I 
veterans, 47 received benefits. 

Two Civil War widows, a 
Spanish War widow, one Mexican 
Border veteran, and 10 Korea vet¬ 
erans received benefits during the 
past year. 

5981 Visit Office 

Mr. Dungan reported that 5981 
persons visited his office for ad¬ 
vice on Federal and State bene¬ 
fits and Jobs. Ten non-service 
disability pensions were initiated 
and processed. Twelve service- 
connected disability pensions were 
filed or reviewed, and six widows' 
pensions were filed. Assistance 
was given for hospital admittance 
I in 12 cases, 216 job referals were 
[ made, and 1282 photostats were 
] made of discharge papers.

Telephone 
Observes 75th 
Anniversary 

Many are the calls for help, 
both in big and little emergen¬ 
cies, that go over the telephone 
lines here in Newton. 

Such a call-in a minor mis¬ 
hap—was the first completely in¬ 
telligible message ever trans¬ 
mitted by telephone, in Boston 
75 years ago on this March the 
tenth. It is the story often told 
of how Alexander Graham Bell, 
having spilled battery acid on 
his trousers, impulsively cried 
out, "Mr. Watson, come here; I 
want you!” 

The experimental telephone 
transmitter the inventor was 
preparing to test was before 
him and his shout, though in¬ 
tended for air travel, was clear¬ 
ly heard over a wire by Thomas 
A. Watson, his faithful assist¬ 
ant, stationed at a receiver in 
another room 40 feet away. 

The scene of this historic 
event was Bell’s combination 
lodgings and laboratory in a 
house that stood at 5 Exeter 
place. Thc date was just a week 
after Bell’s 29th birthday ^nd 
three days after h# had been 
awarded a United States patent 
covering fundamental principles 
of the telephone. 

Number 5 Exeter place is now 
a part of Boston’s downtown 
business area. A commemora¬ 
tive plaque on the commercial 
building there today marks the 
site. 

The year 1876 is notable for 
other events in the beginnings 
of the telephone. Following the 
success of March 10, Bell on 
June 25 exhibited his invention 
to the judges of the Centennial 
Exhibition at Philadelphia and 
was awarded the Exhibition’s 
medal.

Annual Report of 
Boston Edison Co. 
Is Issued 


President James V. Toner of 
Boston Edison Company told 
stockholders at the annual meet* 
ing that, while operating reven¬ 
ues increased substantially in the 
first two months of 1951, as com¬ 
pared with 1950, these gains were 
offset by increased expenses, 
particularly taxes and wages. 

"Tax accruals based on in¬ 
creases we anticipate are run¬ 
ning more than $400,000 a month 
higher than in 1950,” Mr. Toner 
said. "Other operating expenses 
including maintenance and de¬ 
preciation are running nearly 
$300,000 a month higher. For¬ 
tunately, our industrial and rea- 
Idential revenues are showing in¬ 
creases which at the present time 
are covering the increases in op¬ 
erating expenses. If tax rates 
and other costs of service keep 
increasing, or if revenues level 
off or decrease, the company, if 
it is going to be maintained on a 
sound financial basis, must givo 
serious consideration to a re¬ 
quest for increases in its rata 
schedules.

Paris is the 
City of Light, but its life be¬ 
comes gayest after dark. And 
Paris is the versatile symbol of 
a land that, as Thomas Moore 
said, has taught us 684 ways to 
dress eggs. With such ingenuity, 
who can gainsay Paris’ role as 
mistress of the world, the city 
that bestows favors with a lavish 
hand to all who come, and asks 
nothing but appreciation in re¬ 
turn. 

Paris has a mood to suit the 
jmost exacting temperaments. To 
the gay, she offers the incompar¬ 
able sparkle and glitter of her 
night life, from the elegantly ex¬ 
pensive and expensively elegant 
Maxim’s, to the gaudy, anything- 
goes atmosphere of the Bal Ta- 
barin complete with authentic 
can-can, to the left bank cellar 
hangouts of the student quarter 
like the Tango du Chat, smoky 
and jazzy. To the bookish, she 
offers those famous fifty mus¬ 
eums, plus a veritable bank of 
bookstalls along the Seine, equal¬ 
ly good for buyers and browsers. 
To worshippers of the past, there 
are the Cathedral of Notre Dame, 
.circa 1163, the Palais de Justice, 
ancient residence of ancient 
kings, the 3000-year old Obelisk 
at the Place de la Concord, the 
“New” Bridge built in 1578, and 
enough more to populate a dozen 
countries. To the philosopher, she 
offers endless metaphysical and 
existentialist discussions at Left 
Bank bistros and sidewalk cafes 
along the Champs Elysees. To the 
rich, she presents hotels in the 
grand tradition like the Rltz, 
and elegant restaurants where a 
week's wages will win you a 
meal; to the less wealthy, the 
finest little inns in the world, 
and provincial eateries where 
the best in the house costs a dol¬ 
lar and a half. 

To everyone, Paris offers the 
endless fascination of the Louvre 
and the Eiffel Tower, the flea 
market where you can buy every¬ 
thing but fleas, races at Long- 
champs, opera at the Opera, 
wines arid champagnes with 
every meal, the Montmartre and 
the Montparnasse, Pigalle and 
the Algerian quarter, onion soup 
at dawn, a remarkable subway 
system called the Metro, dancing 
in the streets and aperitifs on 
the sidewalks, Breton pastry 
shops, and Alsatian delicates¬ 
sens, Michele Morgan and Mau¬ 
rice Chevalier. 

Paris is endlessly gay, infinite¬ 
ly polite, confidently avant-garde, 
beautifully balanced, extraordin¬ 
arily chic, boisterously intellec¬ 
tual ; it’s everyone’s second home¬ 
town, and how anyone can ever 
do proper justice to its 2000th 
birthday is something we cannot 
figure. 

The French, though, with true 
Gallic spirit, are going to give 
it a try. They will have music 
festivals and flower festivals, 
academic and political ceremon¬ 
ies, fairs and concerts, balls and 
concerts, art exhibitions and gas¬ 
tronomic exhibitions, special 
films and historic pageants, a 
birthday cake with 2000 candles, 
and a night bicycle race througn 
the streets of Paris. It sounds 
like a gay party, and best of all, 
everyone in the world is invited, 
from April to December. 

If you do go, a word of advice: 
don’t be too technical about 
those 2000 years. Actually, when 
Julies Caesar arrived in Paris 
(or Tutetia as it was called) in 
53 B.C., the city was large enough 
even then to muster an army of 
8000 men to repel the Roman in¬ 
vaders. So k seems quite likely 
that the French have snipped a 
good many centuries off Paris’ 
age, and the only reason we can 
think of is that a cake large 
enough to hold 3000 candles 
would be too much even for 
Paris’ master chefs.

Named Chairman

The Ucinite Co., 459 Water- 
town street, Newton, is a division 
of an international enterprise, 
and is allied to 15 organizations 
—eight in America, three in Eng¬ 
land, two in Canada, and two in 
Australia. Founded in South Bos¬ 
ton in 1933, and operating un¬ 
der the name, South Boston Di¬ 
vision of United-Carr Fastener 
Corp, the Ucinite Co. moved 
to Newton in 1940 when the gov¬ 
ernment pre empted its property 
in South Boston for the construc¬ 
tion of a Federal Housing Proj¬ 
ect. It was at this time that the 
name, The Ucinite Co., was adopt¬ 
ed. 

Coined to cover the sale of 
laminated phenolic insulation, 
one of Ucinite’s earliest under¬ 
takings, the name Ucinite is a 
synthesis of the names of two of 
its associate organizations, plus 
a standardized ending. “Uc” is 
representative of United-Carr, the 
parent company in Cambridge; 
“cin” is a divarication of the 
name Cinch, and associate plant 
in Chicago, and “ite” is the end¬ 
ing found frequently among oth¬ 
er organizations engaged in the 
fabrication of similar plastic pro¬ 
ducts. 

When Ucinite moved from 
South Boston to Newton 10 years 
ago, it occupied two floors of 
the building on Watertown street, 
and employed approximately 200 
people. Written into the lease at 
the time, however, was an option 
to buy or occupy the entire build¬ 
ing, if, and when, the need arose. 

Pre-war production was limit¬ 
ed. Metal ferrules, leather but¬ 
tons, commercial metal stamp¬ 
ings, electronic components for 
radio, these were some of Ucin¬ 
ite’s major products prior to 1941. 
With the advent of the war, how¬ 
ever, came the realization that 
the scope of Ucinite’s operations 
was far behind its potential¬ 
ities. Instead of making an elec-

No small influence in the decision 
was the fact that United-Carr, 
the parent organization, had 
developed into one of the leading 
manufacturers of fasteners, an 
essential necessary to the appli¬ 
cation of the completed elec¬ 
tronic assemblies. 

Wartime Expansion 
As the war progressed, and 
Ucinite’s “know-how” in the elec¬ 
tronic field developed, new and 
different demands produced new 
and different undertakings. Pro¬ 
duction increased and Ucinite 
and United-Carr were both 
awarded the Army and Navy E 
for excellence in military pro¬ 
duction. Employment at Ucinite 
skyrocketed from the original 
200 people in 1940 to an all-time 
high of 827 in 1945.

Thirty-four Million Checks 

When you walk down the street or ride in 
a train or a passenger bus, count off every 
fourth person you see. By the law of aver¬ 
ages, that person is wholly or partially de¬ 
pendent upon you, the great American tax¬ 
payer. 

More than thirty-four million people, 
almost one out of every four men, women 
and children in the United States, are living 
entirely or part of the time on checks from 
the government. 

With the exception of war veterans and 
retired civil service workers, not a single 
group in the category which now includes 
twenty-five million recipients was eligible 
in 1932 for government payments. Its mem¬ 
bers did not collect a dime from the federal 
governent. Before 1932, they got along for 
140 years without money from the U. S. 
Treasury'. No one would deny aid to the 
blind, nor to the needy aged; but few who 
really understand big, central government 
would give it power over the blind and the 
aged. 

Something has happened to the indepen¬ 
dence and moral outlook of vast numbers of 
the people of the United States—something 
which did not exist twenty years ago. Most 
of us remember the powerful moving U. S. 
Army recruiting poster displayed at post- 
offices during the last Christmas season. 
“Give us,” it read, “the faith and courage of 
our forefathers.” You don’t need a detec¬ 
tive or a legislative investigating committee 
to offer proof of how far we have strayed 
from our forefathers' courage and faith. 
Each day’s newspapers brings fresh evidence 
of shattered moral standards; college ath¬ 
letes betraying their schoolmates’ loyalty by 
selling out to crooked gamblers; an alarming 
rise of narcotic addicts among school chil¬ 
dren; city streets where no woman is safe 
at night. 

These things are sensational and they 
shock us. But the really shocking fact is 
that we are no longer moved by other and 
more widely prevalent departures from the 
moral values of our forefathers. Instead of 
security won by faith and courage, political 
racketeers offer a synthetic security without 
either. When twenty-five million people, in 
addition to those in government service, are 
wholly or in part dependent upon government 
payments, American character and moral 
fiber have been weakened. 

So, it is obvious everywhere that when cen¬ 
tral government grows big in responsibility 
and in power over the people, it grows cor¬ 
rupt, and its administrators go mad. So, too, 
when personal incentive and responsibility 
are removed from a people, that people 
suffers a moral collapse.

MacArthur Should Have Resigned ... 

Estimate Budget $100,000,000 in New Taxes 

This is a day about which historians of 
the future will be writing and grammar 
school pupils still unborn will be studying— 
the day General Douglas MacArthur re¬ 
turned to the capital of his country after 
his years of service in the Far East. 

MacArthur returns to a hero’s welcome, 
wildly acclaimed by a people deeply grateful 
for the superb manner in which he directed 
the occupation of Japan, their imaginations 
fired by this austere, aloof man who is now 
so controversial a figure. 

Yet, underneath the fanfare and the 
tumult of the cheers, the blaring bands and 
the barking guns, is a tinge of regret that 
MacArthur didn’t leave the fashioning of 
policies to the men chosen by civil govern¬ 
ments to perform that task. 

It is significant that almost as MacArthur 
was landing in this country General Omar 
Bradley spoke out against the policies which 
MacArthur espoused. 

Bradley is no politician and no back-slap- 
per. He’s a soldier. He ranks with Mac¬ 
Arthur among the nation’s top military men. 
There was no bitterness or rancor in his 
words. Yet, he made it clear that he con¬ 
sidered MacArthur’s ideas of how we should 
prosecute the war in Korea would be bad for 
the country. 

There is no question that MacArthur is 
entitled to the history-making welcome ac¬ 
corded him. 

It is doubtful that anyone could have done 
a better job of occupying Japan than did 
MacArthur from the very day he landed in 
an enemy country with only a handful of 
American troops who would have been power¬ 
less to defend him against an uprising in a 
nation we had been fighting only a few days 
earlier. 

MacArthur’s service to his country as a 
military commander of our Pacific forces in 
World War II and as head of the occupation 
of Japan will live for centuries to come. His 

A 


General Omar Bradley certainly is in a 
far better position to know the risks and 
dangers involved in MacArthur’s ideas and 
the military difficulties that would have to 
be overcome in fighting a major war in the 
Far East, in moving troops and shipping sup¬ 
plies, to say nothing of the lives that would 
be lost. 

As we see it. this isn’t a matter of ap¬ 
peasement or bowing down to the Rus¬ 
sians. It’s a question of what policies 
are the soundest for this country and 
the United Nations to follow. 

With all deference to MacArthur, that’s 
a matter to be decided by civil governments, 
not military men in the field, and MacArthur 
was wrong to speak out as he did against 
policies he was supposed to carry out and 
embarass his own nation with the allies to 
whom it would look for help in time of war. 

Many competent observers consider Mac¬ 
Arthur’s ideas for bombing Manchuria and 
arming the Chinese Nationalist troops were 
fundamentally unsound because of the pos¬ 
sible consequences involved. But whether 
they were wrong or right, he was bound by 
his own military training to carry out the 
orders of the civil government he served. 

If MacArthur felt so strongly that he was 
not prepared to carry out orders he con¬ 
sidered unwise, it’s too bad that he didn’t 
ask to be relieved of his command and re¬ 
tire voluntarily. 

If he had done so, this legendary figure 
would have come home an even bigger man. 
The time for him to have spoken out was 
after he had ceased to be a general in the 
field. 

* • * * 

How much new taxes the people of Massa¬ 
chusetts are going to be called upon to pay 
to balance the State budget this year, is the 
source of heated arguments between Demo¬ 
cratic; and Republican politicians on Beacon 
Hill.

Two of the best experts on the subject 
to be found in the House of Representatives 
are $25,000,000 apart in their estimates as 
to what additional burdens the budget now 
pending before the State Senate will impose 
upon the taxpayers. 

You might well think that it would be a 
comparatively simple problem in mathem%- 
tics to take the total of the budget, compare 
it with the figure of the preceding year and 
come up with the answer of how much addi¬ 
tional taxes must be raised. 

Well, Representative Cornelius Desmond, 
Jr., of Lowell, the Democratic chairman of 
the House ways and means committee, which 
had the budget under study for more than 
two months, reports that between $47,000,- 
000 and $50,000,000 in new taxes must be 
secured to balance it. 

Republican House Leader Charles Gibbons 
who sat down with a pencil and paper and 
poured over the same budget came up with 
a different answer. He insists that if the 
budget is finally engrossed, it will involve 
the levying of $75,000,000 in new taxes. 

You will please pardon us if we do not 
step in and settle the dispute once and for 
all by supplying the correct answer, but we 
become very dizzy when we get up in the 
$50,000,000 heights. 

We can, however, offer a word of cheer 
for our readers by pointing out that 
whether the sum is 50 or 75 million, it 
is just the beginning and that the sup¬ 
plementary budget which hasn’t yet even 
been drafted will cost at least another 
$40,000,000 so that the estimates that 
the citizenry of Massachusetts is facing 
the ultimate prospect of close to $100,- 
000.000 in new taxes may prove to be 
modest.

We are somewhat at a loss to be able to | 
explain why this State budget should cost j 
$75,000,000 or even $47,000,000 more than 
did last year’s, and when we undertake to 
get the answer we become engulfed in a 
maze of intricate financing, as do most other 
people who try the same thing. 

It’s an astonishing thing that nobody 
at the State House can supply a specific 
and fool-proof answer as to how much 
this budget is going to mean in new 
taxes. 

It’s even more amazing when you rea¬ 
lize that this budget amounts to almost 
the same sum as the total of the regular 
and supplementary budgets enacted last 
year. 

But during the present fiscal year, which 
ends June 30, the State collected a year and 
a half’s income taxes since the people paid 
half a year last October 1 and a full year 
March 1. That extra amount in income 
taxes must be made up from some other 
source during the next fiscal year when the, 
wage-earners return to the standard proce-; 
dure of paying one year’s taxes per year. 

Then there was the abandoned property 
tax which yielded and still is yielding a tidy 
windfall but which will have pretty well | 
petered out by the end of June so that there 
won’t be much coming from that source dur¬ 
ing the next year.

New Provisions 
Of SS Law Are ^ 
Explained 

The first meeting of its kind 
in New England was held last 
Tuesday at the office of the So¬ 
cial Security Administration at

Robin Red Breast 

There are a few of us who are not familiar 
with the saucy but friendly Robin whose 
appearance each year on our front lawns 
and in nearby parks is usually one of the 
very first signs of Spring. We are familiar 
with him, of course, but how much do we 
really know about him? 

While the Robin may do some damage to 
fruit trees and vegetable gardens, his con¬ 
stant war against insects and other pests 
makes him a valuable ally to the farmer 
and the home gardener. In fact, in the 
North and in some parts of the West the 
Robin is one of the most cherished of our 
native birds and is considered a welcome 
and helpful visitor. 

According to the National Wildlife Feder¬ 
ation, an organization designed to preserve 
America’s birds and wild animals, the tech¬ 
nical name for the Robin is Turdus migra- 
torius. He feeds on many kinds of insects 
with no particular preference for any one 
type, although he is always happiest when 
he has captured a good-sized earthworm, 
which he will either eat quickly himself or 
carry home to his babies. 

Aside from insects, wildlife experts at the 
Federation tell us that more than half of 
the Robin’s daily food is made up of iruits. 
Thus it would seem, at first glance, that he 
would not be too welcome to the farmer who 
raised strawberries, apples, peaches or any 
of the other fruits. The wise farmer, how¬ 
ever, will not shoot the robin for what might 
well be called a bad trait. Rather he will 
cultivate in his orchard, or near his fruit 
trees, small patches of wild berries, which 
robins will eat and enjoy just as well. 

If the farmer does this, he will tend to 
keep the Robin from destroying his fruit 
trees, aqd will have a well-trained, fleet¬ 
winged policeman to eat up many of the 
insects which do real damage to his crops. 

In size the healthy Robin should be about 
10 inches long from the tip of his tail up 
to the point of his beak. He hatches his 
eggs in all parts of the United States except¬ 
ing those states in and around the Gulf of 
Mexico. In addition he may be found in 
abundance in Canada, Alaska and Mexico. 
His winters are spent in many of the United 
States, and he will travel as far south as 
Guatemala, Central America.

Unemployment Fund Being Drained ... 

One of the matters to which the Legisla¬ 
ture should give swift and direct action is 
the need for plugging the loopholes in the 
hopelessly inadequate unemployment com¬ 
pensation law to end the chiseling which 
has gone on for years. 

Whenever the disclosure is made that hun¬ 
dreds of persons have been collecting thous¬ 
ands of dollars fraudulently in unemployment 
compensation, the observation always is made 
promptly that the State officials administer¬ 
ing this form of assistance are in no way 


trouble in placing your wager. 

Until now the disclosures at the Kefauver 
committee proceedings have had no notice¬ 
able effect in Massachusetts except that one 
of the czars of the gambling industry wore 
a somewhat harried look for a few days, but 
it might well have been an upset stomach. 

Now, however, we’re getting action. In 
Essex County, a two-fisted district attorney 
and an intrepid police chief have rolled up 
their sleeves and served notice that they’re 
not going to stand for the law being broken 
at penny socials. 

A clergyman in Salem, who had ar¬ 
ranged to run a penny sale to raise some 
money for his church, was firmly in¬ 
structed to call off the event. He com¬ 
plied with the order but then pointedly 
suggested that the energetic law-en¬ 
forcement authorities might do better 
if they cracked down on some of the 
organized crime in the county. 

That is a thought, even though it ap-|ever came together in NeWton. 
parently hasn’t yet occurred to the public 
officials who are concentrating on seeing that 
no gangland slayings break out at any penny 
socials. 

Essex County District Attorney Hugh A. 

Cregg has taken the position that penny 
socials are illegal and that if anyone asks 
him whether they are he will have to say so.

At least, they didn’t hear what 
District Attorney Cregg said, and they aren’t 
going to ask him to repeat it.

Funeral services for Capt. 
Henry Welch Wickes Jr., USNR, 
49, of 20 Devon road, Newton 
Centre, a pioneer in the field 
of naval aviation and officer-in- 
charge of the Naval Air Reserve 
program in the First Naval Dis¬ 
trict, were held last Friday af¬ 
ternoon at 2 o’clock in the Wa¬ 
terman Funeral Chapel, Kenmore 
square, Boston. Burial was in 
Mt. Auburn Cemetery, Cam¬ 
bridge. 

He was assigned to the staff 
of the First Naval District in 
1947 to develop the volunteer 
Naval Reserve aviation program 
in New England. Originator of 
one of the country’s first flying 
services, he operated a Curtis 
flying boat on sightseeing trips 
at Revere Beach from 1926 to 
1935. 

Born in Cincinnati, O., Capt. 
Wickes was graduated from 
Winthrop High School in 1919, 
and attended Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology. The first 
student to enroll in post-World 
War I Naval aviation training 
at Squantum in 1923, he received 
his commission as a Naval avia¬ 
tor that year. 

During World War II, he com¬ 
manded the Naval Air Station 
at Saipan in the Pacific. In 1929, 
he was commended by Secretary 
of the Navy Charles Francis 
Adams for the rescue of four 
youths whose s&ilboat had cap¬ 
sized off Revere Beach. He 
landed his plane in the water 
and picked them up after spot¬ 
ting them while he was return¬ 
ing from a flight with four pas¬ 
sengers.
